I-' you want something truh refined and elevat- 


ing in the wa> of literature, buy a copy of 


the Sunday Examiner, Journal or' American. 
You may not get exactly what you are looking 
for. 
Indeed, you are very apt to be disappoint- 


ed. But you will get your money's worth at all 
events. 


TJie supplement, rich in the glory of many 


tints, startling in its illustrations and in the pro- 
fusion of them, is yet more glorious, yet more 
startling in the reading bill-of-fare that it pre- 
sents for the delectation of those who hunger and 
thirst for intellectual food and drink. 


Take the last issue, for instance. 
On the 


very first page you are confronted with the in- 
formation that Mrs. John Jacob Astor is undoubt- 
edly the "queen" of New York society. Accom- 
panying this information, which is delicately 
conveyed in letters of green, is a picture of 
Mrs. John Jake, "taken in front of the Newport 
casino," and surrounded by lavender-and-white 
men and red-and-yellow ladies, who, judging by 
their shy and envious expression, are not on 
speaking terms with this "yellow" Astor.
